Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Biil 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

A By-law to Expropriate Certain Real 
Property for Highway Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council may establish 
a highway or any portion of a highway: 

And whereas the Council may by by- 
law enter upon, expropriate, break up, 
take or enter into possession of, and use 
any real property in any way necessary or 
convenient for the said purpose without 
the consent of the owners of the real 
property but subject to the provisions of 
Division (4) of Part XII of the Municipal 
Act: 

And whereas it is deemed necessary and 
in the public interest to acquire the real 
property more particularly hereinafter 
described in order to establish thereon a 
public highway: 

Now, therefore the Council of The

“City of Enderby Highway Expropriation 
By-law No. 612, 1966.” 

2. The Council of The Corporation of 
the City of Enderby is hereby authorized 
and empowered, without the consent of 
the owners of the real property but sub- 
ject to the provisions of Division (4) of 
Part XII of the Municipal Act, 

(a) to enter upon, expropriate, break 
up, take or enter into possession of, 
and use in fee-simple, for the pur- 
pose of establishing thereon a pub- 
lic highway, those parcels of real 
property situate, lying, and being in 
the City of Enderby, Province of 
British Columbia, and being more 
particularly described in the sched- 
ule of legal description hereunto 
annexed as Schedule A to this by- 
law and also shown in the by-law 
plan hereunto annexed as Schedule 
B to this by-law; 

(b) the Council is further authorized 
and empowered by its servants and 
agents to enter upon any real prop-
